Dear Mr. Forrestal: 

I have your memorandum of June twenty- second with its 
attachment. On the whole I thought the memo was very 
good. I do have a couple of small comments on the attach- 
ment, only one of which is of any substantive importance: 

a. Page two, paragraph two. Recommend 
deleting the third from the last sentence, beginning with 
"General" and ending with "necessity. " This statement 
is essentially true but shifts the emphasis a little far in 
one direction. The sentence before this one represents 
the intended viewpoint completely. 

b. The last sentence of the same paragraph. 
Recommend addition of words "on reconnaisance" after 
the word "close". 

c. Page 3, first paragraph. Penultimate 
line, the word "not" should be inserted between the words 
"and" and "profitably". (This is the only real substantive 
comment I have. ) 

d. As a matter strictly of form, I think that 
somewhere in this memo should appear the term "Former 
President" rather than strictly "General" all the time. 

So far as I know I am the only one in this office who is 
sensitive on this matter, but tend to consider the term 
General as interchangeable with Mister. 

I enjoyed seeing you and Mr. McCone and will look forward 
to meeting again.
